Secretary Ron Ncssen, in 
a statement read to news- 
men, said the purpose of 
today's surgery is "to 
determine, through a biop- 
sy whether the nodule (in 
her right breast) is benign 
or malignant. Should it 
prove to be malignant, 
surgery would be per- 
formed to remove the 
right breast." 


The nodule was discov- 


ered Thursday in what 
Nessen described as "a 


regular medical check- 
up." He said Mrs. Ford 
had no suspicion the nod- 
ule existed until the doc- 
tors found it. ; '

Their weekend visit is scheduled to include a 


meeting with Prime Minister Fidel Castro and other 
Cuban officials.

The visit is being likened to the "Ping-Pong'' 


diplomacy of three years ago when a U.S. "Ping-Pong" 
team paved the way for a new era in U.S. relations 
with China. American officials predict, however, a 
protracted thaw period in prospect. 


The two members of the Senate Foreign Relations 


Committee kept their travel plans as secret as possible 
fearing that their trip might trigger a violent reaction 
from Cuban exiles who remain militantly opposed to 
any U.S.-Cuban detente.

Aside from the now-defunct freedom flights bearing 
Cuban refugees and the more than 80 U.S. commercial 
airliners hijacked to Cuba in recent years, the Javits- 
Pell flight was the first plane from the United States to 
land here since the early 1960s.

only 15 of 120 legislators 
voting against it, state

' • WASHINGTON — A House subcommittee is study- 
ing possible disciplinary action against Rep. Michael 
Harrington, D-Mass., as a result of the disclosure of 
CIA political activity in Chile, it. was learned Friday. 
Asked specifically about possible disciplinary action, 
Rep.'F. Edward Hebert, D-La., chairman of the House 
Armed Services Committee, refused to discuss it, But 
he said "the matter is before the subcommittee {on 
intelligence)." The question of disciplinary action cen- 
tered on a published story in The New York Times 
quoting secret subcommittee testimony by CIA Direc- 
tor William Colby detailing U.S. political activities 
leading to the overthrow of Marxist Chilean President 
SalvSdore Allendc last year. Harrington had seen the 
testimony and sentletters to several other congressmen 
urging an investigation of theU.S role in the military 
coup, but he has denied leaking the information to thhe 
news media. 


Stormy mountain rescue 


GRAND TETON NATIONAL PARK, Wyo. - Park 


rangers using headlamps in the darkness of a snow 
storm Friday carried an injured climber from the 
slopes of northwest Wyoming's tallest mountain. Clim- 
ber Harold Drake broke both ankles in a 35-foot fall 
and Spent 60 hours on Grand Teton Mountain before 
being carried to safety. The rescuers raced an even 
heavier snowfall down the side of-the 13,770-foot moun- 
tain.^ "The last three hours they were carrying him 
dowr) the mountain in a snowstorm," said park spokes- 
man* Tony Bcvinetto. "They relieved each other in 
carrying the litter, but they only made stops to rest." 
The 26 rangers began the rescue trip Wednesday night. 
They, pulled Drake, 24, of Minneapolis, up a 600-foot 
slider rock face by tying ropes to his litter, and carried 
him around to the opposite side of the mountain before 
starting down.

< BUENOS AIRES, Argentina — Right-wing extre- 


migts killed the brother of former President Arturo 
Frpndizi on Friday after dragging him screaming from 
his: midtown apartment. The gunmen also killed the 
victim's son-in-law and wounded his daughter in the 
daring daylight raid. Police sources-said the bullct- 
rid,den body of Silvio Frondizi, a 67-year-old leftist 
lawyer, was found in a wooded grove near Ezeiza 
international airport about 18 miles from his apart- 
me'nt. The ultra-right-wing Argentina Anti-Communist 
Alliance "claimed responsibility for the attack. A 
communique from the terrorist group said Frondizi 
was killed because he was the "founder" of the Marx- 
ist People's Revolutionary Army. Frondizi's daughter 
Isabel Silvia was wounded and her husband Luis Men- 
diburu was killed when they tried to save Frondizi 
from-the raiders. The killings were the latest in a 
mounting wave of terrorism by rightist and leftist 
radicals against the government of President Isabel 
Peron. Assassins have claimed an average of one 
victim a day since Mrs. Peron took office July 1. •••'••;,'.•:•

In August, I read that the California Supreme 


Court had ruled that it is unconstitutional for the state 
to revoke a contractor's license strictly because he has 
filed bankruptcy.

The •• most critical factor 


that some gardeners don't 
understand 
or realize 


about azaleas and rhodo- 
dendrons is the fact that 
wholesale growers 
who 


grow the plants from-cut- 
tings on up ,to' saleable 
size, grow them in as- 
phag'num type peat moss, 
or mostly peat moss. 


.Sphagnum peat moss is 


the trickiest material to 
use. because when dry, 
one can't firm it well. Nei- 
ther can it ever be soaked 
well after plant is set oilt 
;thusly. That peat moss 
must, be pre-moistened 
enough, so that a garden- 
er can barely squeeze a 
few drops from a handful 
of it.

Such moisture 
texture 


then is ideal for setting 
out an azalea or a rhodo- 
dendron, because the gar- 
dener can firm it well 
with his fingers. 


That firmness prevents 


the water from gushing 
through the peat moss. 
The roots get maximum 
water before it disappears 
deeper down into the soil. 


ONE OF the main rea- 


sons why older azaleas 
don't thrive can be due to 
the fact the medium isn't 
firm enough to retain the 
water for any period of 
time.

. Here's how gardener 
can determine this fact. 
Start from the trunk of 
the plant by poking fin- 
gers into the planting 
medium on outwards to- 
wards the drip-line of the 
spreading plant branches. 


If fingers eventually 


sink into the. medium 
some inches down, proves 
the fact the material is 
too loosely packed, be- 
tween the root ball .and 
the inside edge where the 
hole was dug for the 
plant. That root ball isn't 
getting enough water, nei- 
ther does it get maximum 
fertilizer when fed! 


Gardener then has to 


finger firm well, add 
more peat moss, or if 
available on the market a 
mix that is recommended 
for azaleas and rhododen- 
drons, up to the level of 
the surrounding ground. A 
ring of soil is built at the 
edge where hole was 
originally dug, to retain 
the water to soak the 
plant well. 
. 


•LET'S, NOT forget, 
camellia buds arc devel- 
oping on the plants. 
Flower buds in clusters 
should be removed, leav- 


ing at least two buds. The 
;two buds develop' perfect f lj 
form for iflowcrlng. This* 
disbudding recommenda- 
tion is for Japonica type 
camellias and not for 
Sasanqua type that grow 
willowy with masses of 
flower buds in clusters. 


••''• The reason for not 'dis- 


budding sasanquas is due 
to the fact the blossoms 
last perhaps for a day or 
so, and more of the re- 
mainder buds, in clusters 
are likely to bloom. 


There's barely any win- 


ter 
blooming 
shade 


plants. One of the perenni- 
als that tolerates lots of 
shade yet we've seen 
them growing in nearly 
full sun too in milder 
areas, are the Bergenia- 
Saxiiraga cordifolia with 
heart-shaped leaves and 
rose-colored blossoms in 
clusters from late winter 
well on into spring. 


We've recently discuss- 


ed Helleborus orientals, 
"Lenten Rose" as a shade 
plant that requires sevei 
al hours of forenoon and 
latter afternoon sun for 
best blooming results. It 
t o o , - i s a winter-spring 
bloomer.

COLUMBINE with gray 


green foliage remindful of 
maiden hair fern, is a 
summer blooming excel- 
lent perennial shade and 
filtered shade plant.

ahead if they want to get 
perennials 
that

Now's the beginning of 


the early season fall 
blooming chrysanthe- 
mums. Gardener would 
be wise to visit his local 
nursery, better yet a spe- 
cialty chrysanthmum nur- 
sery and check up on the 
earliest blooming mums. 
Either purchase several 
to plant in the garden 
now, 
or obtain the names 


of those he likes then pur- 
chase them next spring. 


Later he should periodi- 


cally visit the nursery 
again for later, and later 
still blooming mums. The 
main purpose is to have a 
section of the sunny gar- 
den with mums that will 
begin blooming sometime 
in September, then contin- 
uing in succession have 
mum color in the garden 
through the end of the 
year!
